Ills All Over New York City aod 
Were flooded Will, the Hpa- 
rlona Cola for Some Time -The De- 
tective* Mahel a Rich flaoL 

New Yokk, Jan. 27. —The most Im- 
portant arreats of counterfeited in the 
district of New York in recent years 
" w'u made lata Friday afternoon. The 
counterfeiters' mint had a capacity for 
turning out $600 worth of silver coins of 
different denominations weekly. 

For several weeks the secret service 
men have been on the track of passers 
of spurious dimes, quarters, half dol- 
lars and dollars. 

Trades people all over the city and 
in Brooklyn were flooded with the 
coin, and for a time the detectives 
could not even get a clew. Last week, 
on complaint of Avenue D store-keep- 
ers, Angelna Clement and a child were 
arrested. On the bosom of the woman 
a quantity of bad silver quarters was 
found. 

Following this arrest on Tuesday of 
this week two Italian women and a 
roan were arrested on Hudson street. 
They had just completed a tour of the 
street and had passed many dollars' 
worth of dimes, quarters and half 
dollars. This latter haul proved 
of the greatst importance, for through 
information gained from them the 
workshop of the gang was located at 
' 8*6 East One Hundred and Thirteenth 
street A raid of the place, however, 
was not made immediately, as James 
Scan Ion, chief of the detective service 
for the district of New York, was of 
Jj»e opinion that the coiner of the 
money wan f till at large. So it came 
about that 835, which is a large ten- 
ement house, was shadowed for a cer- 
tain Italian, whoso description the ofll- 
oers had. 

Late Thursday afternoon, however, 
Scanlon and two of his assistants, Cal- 
laghun and Esquirrell, were standing 
on the corner of One Hundredth street 
talking, who should come along but 
the man they were looking for. As he 
was about to pass the trio Scanlon 
stepped up to him and asked him 
where he was going and who he was. 

The fellow said he was going to 838 
East One Hundred and Ninth street, 
and that his name was Solomon An- 
drea. 

Scanlon then handed the fellow over 
t© Callnghan, who took him to theOne- 
hundred-and-fourth street police sta- 
tion. Scanlon and Ksquirrell then 
proceeded directly to the tenement 
Proceeding to the third floor front, 
they knocked for admittance. It was 
denied them, and the door was 
forced. Within the detectives were 
confronted by an Italian woman. She 
was known to Scanlon as one of the 
gang, and in consequence was placed 
under arrest 

Before taking sway the prisoner a 
search of five rooms which made up the 
flat revealed first of all another Italian 
woman and six children. The woman 
arrested was Jennie Jaconia. Before 
United States Commissioner Shields 
Friday morning at 10:86 o'clock they 
were arraigned and afterward held in 
$6,000 bail each for examination on 
Monday next at 2 o'clock.

An 
Immense wheel pit, three 1.100-horse 
power inverted turbines and plenty of

The turbines were bulli by R. O- 
Wood A Co.. of Philadelphia, after 
special patterns and desigas of Prof. 
E Ueyelin, a celebrated French en- 
gineer. The water was let in from the 
big canal of the Cataract Ceastruction 
Co., and the huge penstocks filled up 
with water. The head is sixty-five 
feet, the greatest that any wheels have 



The water was turned on by degrees 
and the wheels began to turn slowly 
and noiselessly. They moved In per- 
fect form as the water gushad up from 
beneath on the wheel buckets. Faster 
and faster turned the powerful tur- 
bines without a hitch or jar. It was 
perfection. The upright shaft transmit- 
ted the power to the horizontal shafts, 
and soon thero was the whirring of the 
countless minor shafts through the 
great mills.
